ALLEN AI'VEAKS FOR COXEY.
Trinl of the Commonweh! Goneral Proceod-
Iz ot Washingion.
WASHINGTON, Muy 4.—Jucab 8. Coxey
and his llegtenants, Carl Blrowne and Chris-
topher Columbug Jones, star atirae-
tlons In the distriet police court today, where
they arralgned for violation of the
capitol grounds act on May 1. The court
oom was filled with  speetators, populist
moembers of congross constituting a notable

part of the assemblage.

Attorneys Hyman and Lipscomb appeared
for the defendants in the prellminary pro-
eceedings and ralsed the lssue of the constl-
tutionality of the law under which thelr
ellonts were arrested. The point was argued
at eonsiderabla length by Senator Allen of
Nebraskn. Congress, said ho, had ne power
to confor upon the vie: president and the
speaker of the house the right to suspend the
enforcement of the aot, any more than it
had the right to confer the power on the
caar of all Russias, He denounced the
ecourts for assuming legislative funetlons,
This case, the senator declared, would as-
dume a national Importance. He guoted
the Magna Charta and Ameriean rovolution-
ary history and declared that the arrest
of the defendants implied a deninl of the
rights of peaceable assemblage and peti-
tion. Those vights were Implied In the con-
atitutlon as regurded every spot In the
Distrier of Columbia, just as much as In
Callfornia, Texnz or Florida.

Judge Miller, alter the arguments closed,
averruled the objections of counsel for the
defense to the information, the judge hold-
ing that the capitol grounds nct was con-
stitutional. He also denied Coxey a special
trial.
